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MORE than 200 danger¬ 
ous items, including 
drinks bottles, were 
taken from revellers 
during the first three 
months of Newmarket’s 
pastors scheme. 

The pastors, from local 
churches, are on the streets 
of the town on busy week¬ 
ends to help reduce drink- 
fuelled violence and assist 
people suffering the effects of 
drink or drugs. 

The report of their first three 
months hails the scheme a 
success. 

It shows that 219 potential 
weapons were taken and 34 people 
received medical assistance, 
which in some cases needed and 
ambulance to be called. 

The pastors also alerted police 
to 11 incidents. 

Other services to the public 
included ensuring 31 individuals 
were safely escorted to a taxi or 
reunited with friends, offering 52 
individuals water and/or choco¬ 
late, discussing with 39 indivi¬ 
duals problems they were en¬ 
countering in their lives and two 
cases of the removal of large 
packages of drugs paraphernalia. 

The Newmarket Town Pastors 
Scheme was launched on Saturday 
April 4, by Churches Together in 
Newmarket and District (CTND) 
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and is supported by Newmarket 
Safer Neighbourhood Team (SNT). 

Sgt Mark Shipton, of New¬ 
market SNT, said: “I would like to 
commend the pastors on the 
excellent service they are offering 
to vulnerable individuals. 

“Through working in partner¬ 
ship with the pastors, it means 
there is additional presence on the 
streets at essential times and 
serious incidents can be reduced.” 

Robin Hardy, who chairs the 
pastor scheme, said: “Although the 
above statistics are a quantifiable 
measurement, our general view is 
that people are grateful and take 
comfort knowing there is a 
helping hand there if they get into 
‘bad’ situations. 

“Sometimes it’s just a case of 
standing back and giving them a 
chance to talk. 

“It’s also looking out for those 
who aren’t causing trouble, but 
are vulnerable. 

“We hope our work is helping to 
clear the negative views about 
Newmarket at night and im¬ 
proving things for the whole 
community.

FORMER jockey Richard Dunwoody 
should be on the last straight of his 
gruelling 1,000 mile charity walk challenge 
tomorrow. 

He has been pounding up and down the 
same measured half-mile stretch of 
Newmarket’s Bury Road - between the 
Bedford Lodge Hotel and the town’s war 
memorial - every hour since May 29. 

I had been warned that Richard sets a 
cracking pace - his fastest mile was 
completed in 12min 47 seconds - and he 
did not disappoint. 

Making notes while walking rapidly is 
not that easy. 

Discussion during the walk, as

expected, ranges from horses to cricket 
and back to horses again. 

Passing drivers, including racehorse 
trainer Sir Michael Stoute, sounded their 
horns in support. 

Richard is looking forward to his first 


consecutive sleep of four hours or more 
after he completes the final mile at the 
town’s July racecourse where he is due to 
cross the finish line with Lester Piggott and 
other celebrities. And the four charities he 
is supporting - Racing Welfare, the 
Alzheimer’s Society, Sparks children’s 
charity and Spinal Research - are 
expected to share a six-figure sum. 

The walk is repeating the challenge 
completed 200 years ago by Captain 
Barclay Allardice, described as “one of the 
greatest human feats ever attempted”. 

Captain Barclay had to be whipped to be 
kept awake so that he could complete his 
walk and win a 1,000-guinea wager. 


But Richard, who at 43 is older than 
Barclay was, has not had to resort to such 
drastic tactics - apart from when a James 
Bond actress in high heels accompanied 
him with a horse whip. 

His spirits have been kept up by his 
loyal support team and numerous 
celebrities from the worlds of sport and 
entertainment. 

They have included many jockeys and 
racehorse trainers, Page Three girls and a 
titled lady on her way back from Royal 
Ascot still wearing her hat and posh frock. 

Leading racehorse owner Sheikh 
Mohammed, ruler of Dubai, has also 
turned out with him - and made a 


“generous” donation towards the charities. 

The day I joined Richard he was 
accompanied by former test cricketer 
Michael Holding, who has a home in 
Newmarket, and jockey Mick Fitzgerald. 

Michael Holding said, of Richard’s feat: 
“I think he’s brilliant. If I think about it I 
would get bored just walking up and down 
the same piece of road.” 

But Richard, who has previously walked 
to the South Pole, said: “There’s just 
nothing in the Antarctic. Here there have 
been lots of people and it’s been very 
sociable. I’ve been catching up with lots of 
people I’ve not seen for a while and the 
miles go really quickly.” 


SOS bus project sends out 
appeal for more volunteers 


MORE volunteers are needed to help 
crew the new SOS bus which is about to 
go into service. 

The bus, built at a cost of nearly 
£75,000, is due to be parked in 
Newmarket High Street at weekends to 
offer revellers a place to recover from 
drink or drugs, a refuge for people feeling 
vulnerable or anyone needing help. 

It has a fully-fitted medical section to 
the same specification as an ambulance. 
But it also has a widescreen television 
and computer games. 

The project, which is backed by the 
police, local councils and government 


departments, will be crewed by volun¬ 
teers. 

It had its first public outing during 
Newmarket carnival at the weekend 
when a further appeal for volunteers was 
made. 

Sue McAllister, of Newmarket 
Community Partnership, said: “Volun¬ 
teers should be patient, have an ability to 
communicate and deal with vulnerable 
members of the public.

Wine warehouse 
report welcomed 


A COMPLAINT that council planners 
suggested the controversial design of 
a proposed new shop in a prominent 
Newmarket location has been 
investigated. 

The row over plans for a Majestic Wine 
retail warehouse at the Clocktower road 
junction has led to Forest Heath District 
Council’s overview and scrutiny committee 
calling for a report on the issue. 

The committee, which was due to meet 
today, is being urged to accept the report 
which concludes that planners did nothing 
wrong and did not persuade the company 
to submit a modern design for the building 
in preference to a more traditional building. 

The Majestic Wine scheme was turned 
down by councillors, against the advice of 
planning officials, on the grounds that the 
building, proposed for the junction of Old 
Station Road and Bury Road, was out of 
keeping with the town’s conservation area 
and would affect badly the setting of the 
historic Clocktower. 

There has, so far, been no response from 
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the company to the decision. 

Rachel Hood, one of the founders of the 
Save Historic Newmarket Group, told two 
meetings in May that a representative of 
Majestic had said the design for the 
building had been suggested by council 
officers. 

It was proposed as a curved building 
around the junction with a pink-coloured 
facing and blue columns at the entrance. 

The report to the committee concludes: 
“There is no evidence to support the 
assertion that officers persuaded or forced 
the developer to adopt a particular design 
approach.” 

It added that there was no reason for a 
planning officer to advise Majestic against a 
contemporary design for the building. 

Cllr Rona Burt, planning committee 
chairman, said: “I am pleased that this 
report is being considered by overview and 


scrutiny committee. It shows quite clearly 
the processes and rules that our planning 
officers are required to follow. 

“The inaccurate local speculation about 
an important planning application in 
Newmarket is also corrected, in the right 
way, for councillors. Our planning services 
are rightly both transparent and accessible 
and we welcome discussion with all our 
customers.” 

The council offers pre-application advice 
to anyone seeking planning permission and 
the report does not suggest the practice 
should stop. 

Ms Hood said she had emails from Tom 
Holland, property acquisitions manager of 
Majestic, which made it clear that the 
company would have preferred to have a 
single-storey building rather than the three- 
storey one favoured by the planners. 

She said the company had now shown 
her group alternative plans for a smaller 
building which were acceptable. 

She said the council report was “a self- 
serving whitewash which fools nobody”. 


Concern over growing number of bin warning stickers 


HOUSEHOLDERS are being 
warned that they should put the 
right rubbish in their recycling 
bins. 

An increasing number of 
warning stickers are being put 
on bins by council collection 
teams when they discover the 


“wrong” sort of rubbish in 
them. 

The worst offenders will not 
have their bins emptied until 
they have sorted the rubbish 
into the correct bins. 

Forest Heath District Council 
has the legal power to impose 


fines on offending house¬ 
holders - but it is not issuing 
any at this stage. 

A council spokeswoman said: 
“Our preference is to educate. 
But ultimately, if the problem 
continues, we may have to look 
at other measures.” 


The council said putting the 
wrong rubbish in the blue 
recycling bin could lead to an 
entire lorry-load having to be 
tipped at a landfill site, at a cost 
of between £400 and £600.

Drivers face A14 road closures 


MOTORISTS face a 20-mile 
diversion when sections of 
the A14 between Newmarket 
and Girton are closed almost 
every night this month. 

The Highways Agency said 
the £600,000 scheme to 
resurface parts of the 
westbound carriageway and 
replace road markings will 
mean road closures from 
8pm to 6am. 

The scheme is being carr¬ 
ied out in four phases. 

The first affects junctions 
36 to 35, from the All at Six 
Mile Bottom to Stow-cum- 
Quy and was due to finish 
today. 


The next phase affects 
junctions 33 to 32, Milton to 
Histon, from tomorrow to 
Friday luly 17, and the third 
phase comes into effect on 
luly 17 to Saturday, luly 25, 
from junctions 32 to 31, 
Histon to Girton. 

The signed diversion route 
will take westbound traffic off 
the A14 at junction 36, near 
Six Mile Bottom, on to the 
All to Great Abington, then 
on to the A505 to the Mil 
junction 10 at Duxford. 

Diverted traffic will then 
travel north up the Mil to 
the A14 at Girton. 

The diversion route is 


around twice as long as the 
trip drivers on the A14 would 
normally face. 

The final phase of the 
works, from junction 37 to 36, 
Newmarket to Six Mile 
Bottom, runs from Monday 
luly 27 to Wednesday August 
5. 

These works will require 
lane closures with a 50mph 
speed restriction but no 
diversion. 

Nick Cook, project 
manager for the Highways 
Agency, said: “We regret any 
inconvenience and advise 
road users to allow for delays 
to their journey.”

Sheikh adds Dalham Hall to 
his stable for £45 million

THE ruler of Dubai 
has broken the British 
record for a country 
home by splashing 
out £45 million on a 
mansion once owned 
by Cecil Rhodes. 

Sheikh Mohammed bin 
Rashid al-Maktoum has 
bought Dalham Hall, near 
Newmarket, a Grade II- 
listed mansion linked to 
the colonial adventurer, it 
was reported on Sunday. 

It comes with 3,300 
acres of farmland, park¬ 
land and woods, plus 39 
houses and cottages. 

Sheikh Mohammed, 
one of the world’s richest 
rulers, already spends 
much of his time at a 
house on the neigh¬ 
bouring Dalham Hall Stud 
and inherited Warren 
Towers, the stately home

which overlooks 

Newmarket’s racehorse 
gallops. 

The 59-year-old already 
owned about 4,000 acres 
of land around the town 
through his Darley Stud 
Management company 
and the purchase of the 
estate will make him one 
of Britain’s biggest 
foreign-born landowners. 


He is not expected to 
live in the 18th-century 
mansion and is instead 
thought to view it largely 
as an investment. 

Charles Philipps, one of 
the estate’s trustees, will 
continue to live in the 
property with his wife 
Fiona, while their relatives 
on the land are also ex¬ 
pected to remain. 

Dalham Hall was 
completed for Simon 
Patrick, Bishop of Ely, in 
1705, in the Queen Anne 
style. It was bought by 
Cecil Rhodes, founder of 
the De Beers diamond 
company, in 1901 for 
£100,000, but his death 
the following year meant 
he never moved in. 

In 1928, the estate was 
bought by shipping mag¬ 
nate Laurence Philipps, 
who established the stud 
now owned by Sheikh 
Mohammed, although 
the house’s third storey 
was lost in a fire in 1955. 


Major Jim Philipps died 
in 1984 and the estate has 
been sold by his heirs. 

Sheikh Mohammed 
studied at Cambridge in 
the 1960s and employs 
more than 250 people 
through Darley. A similar 
number work for him in 
the town through his 
Godolphin Racing organ¬ 
isation. 

The Dalham Hall deal 
far surpasses the £20 
million price tag of the 
Tetworth Hall estate, near 
Gamlingay, sold last year. 

Ian Monks, head of 
land and business at Bid- 
wells, which acted for the 
sellers, said: “Newmarket 
is the centre of horse 
racing in the UK and this 
property is in a special 
position relating to the 
stud farms. 

“It is also one of the 
most significant sporting 
and agricultural estates in 
East Anglia.”

Cash boost for 
sport in village 


A GRANT of £50,000 will 
help pay for the replace¬ 
ment of a village’s multi-use 
games area. 

The grant, awarded to 
Isleham Parish Council, is 
among the latest funding 
provided by WREN, Waste 
Recycling Environmental. 

The cash will help pay for 
a new all-weather playing 
surface on the village’s 
recreation ground. 

The existing area is 
nearing the end of its life 
and is due to be dug up to 
make way for a major new 
village centre. 

An application for plan¬ 
ning permission has just 
been submitted for the new 
centre which will include 
sports and community 
facilities and is expected to 


cost around £1.5 million. 

Soham Scouts and 
Guides also received 
£50,000 from WREN for a 
new community building. 

Sarah Gosling, WREN 
project manager for Cam¬ 
bridgeshire, said: “Projects 
applying for grants from 
WREN are assessed by an 
individual panel of locally- 
based experts in each 
county for their need, 
community benefit and 
support, sustainability and 
value for money.” 

The grants made under 
the Landfill Communities 
Fund (formerly known as 
the Landfill Tax Credit 
Scheme) look to improve 
community life by en¬ 
hancing existing facilities as 
well as providing new 


facilities, including play 
areas and village halls. In 
addition, historic buildings 
can also receive funding for 
restoration work. 

Cllr Derrick Beckett, 
chairman of Isleham Parish 
Council, welcomed the 
grant from WREN. 

He said full costings for 
the new centre would be 
worked out once planning 
permission has been 
obtained from East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council. 

Initial indications were 
that a large part of the cash 
needed for the centre would 
come from grants. 

■ Last month, Burwell

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Drink-drive solicitor loses his 
licence after car park crash 


A SOLICITOR has 
been banned from 
the road after he 
drunkenly crashed 
his car in a super¬ 
market car park. 

Barry Taylor, a partner 
at Newmarket law firm 
Rustons and Lloyd, was 
more than three times the 
legal drink-drive limit 
when he hit another car 
outside Tesco, in Bar Hill, 
Cambridge magistrates 
heard last week. 

The court was told how 
one motorist decided to 
confiscate Taylor’s car keys 
following the low-speed 
collision on June 18. 

Taylor, a wills and 
probate specialist, was 
eventually arrested by 
police and tests showed he 
had 114 micrograms of 
alcohol in 100ml of breath. 

The legal limit is 35 
micrograms. 

Defending himself, 
Taylor spoke of his shame 
at the incident, which took 
place after he had been 
shopping following a 
friend’s funeral. 

He said: “I am both 
embarrassed and 

ashamed at having driven 
my car with excess 
alcohol. 

“While at the reception, 
I drank more than I should 
have. I have had extreme

pressure at work and 
problems in my personal 
life.” 

Taylor, of Centre Drive, 
Newmarket, who pleaded 
guilty to one count of 
drink-driving, added he 
had been deeply affected 
by the death of his mother, 
which contributed to his 
state of mind on the day of 
the crash. 

He also said losing his 
licence would affect his 
ability to help out a local 
church and his work for 
two charities. 

Rosie Spencer, chair¬ 
man of the bench, said 
Taylor was probably even 
more intoxicated when the 
accident took place, as 
police had to wait some 
time before testing his 
breath. 

She said: “It was a high 
level of alcohol and the 
reading taken some later, 
so you must have been 
driving the car for some 
time.” 

In addition to losing his 
licence for two years, 
Taylor was also ordered to 
complete 160 hours of 
unpaid work in the 
community. 

He was also ordered to 
pay £60 costs.

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Happy days are here again for 
confident Fonz and his family 



S ITTING at his 
kitchen table, his 
head in his 
hands, Fonz 
Chamberlain was in 
the depths of despair. 
Battling profound 
clinical depression, 
he could see no point 
in living - and was 
convinced his family 
and friends wanted 
him dead. 

“I’d sit there and say to 


my partner 'You hate me, 
don’t you? You don’t want 
me here’,” he remembers. 
“And then I’d start 
stabbing myself with a 
fork or a knife, not even 
knowing what I was doing 

“I had to be dragged out 
of bed, because I thought 
there was nothing worth 
getting up for. I never left 
the house. 

“And I withdrew into 
myself: even when my 
dad came round and said 
something nice, like ‘Why 


don’t you go out?’ I’d say 
‘What’s your problem? 
What’s it to do with you?’ 

It was a living nightmare, 
to be honest.” 

To see him now, sitting 
on the sofa with his three 
young children, it’s hard to 
imagine Fonz was once so 
low. Assured and 
confident, with an easy 
smile, the 30-year-old is 
better known as the 
Cambridge Time Traveller: 
an acclaimed local 
historian, he gives regular 
talks and even has his own 


radio show. 

“I decided to tell my 
story for two reasons,” he 
explains. “First of all, a lot 
of people don’t 
understand what 
depression is; I want to tell 
them that it is an illness 
and it is real. Secondly, I 
know there are an awful 
lot of people out there 
suffering the way I 
suffered. I want them to 
know there is hope.” 

Fonz became depressed 
when he was just 19 years 
old. His partner, Roseanna

Lamb, was pregnant with 
their first son, John. And 
scans showed the baby 
had a serious heart 
condition. 

Then working as a 
security supervisor, Fonz, 
who lives in Histon, 
walked out of his job just 
before John was born; his 
boss had refused to give 
him time off for a follow¬ 
up scan. 

When John arrived, tiny 
and blue, it was, says Fonz, 
“like a bad dream”. “To 
start with it didn’t feel 
real,” he explains. “I 
thought I was going to go 
home, go to bed and wake 
up the next morning to 
find it had all been a 
dream...” 

The moment John was 
born, at the Rosie in 
Cambridge, doctors 
whisked him away for 
tests. And then they broke 
the news: John needed to 
go to Great Ormond Street 
- for open heart surgery. 

“Roseanna put on a 
brave face,” remembers 
Fonz. “She knew how badly 
it was affecting me. I just 


didn’t know how to deal 
with it. You see that kind of 
thing happening to other 
people, people onTY but 
when it happens to you, 
you just can’t take it in. I 
was numb, really.” 

Within 24 hours, John 
was in Great Ormond 
Street. At just two days old, 
he had a five-hour heart 
bypass operation. Then 
transferred to intensive 
care, he was wired up to 
life-support and given all 
kinds of medication. But, 
despite the doctors’ efforts, 
he wasn’t responding to the 
treatment. 

“They told our parents to 
prepare us, because it 
wasn’t looking good,” 
recalls Fonz, with a 
shudder. “And they asked if 
we’d like to get him 
christened, which I took 
really badly -1 thought that 
meant he was never going 
to leave the hospital.” 

Finding it painful even to 
look at his little son, his frail 
body covered in tubes, 

Fonz says he was utterly 
distraught. By Christmas 
Eve, when John was two 


weeks old, the young dad 
was “desperate”. 

“I sat there with my 
nana, who was really 
supportive,” he continues. 
“She told me we were being 
watched down on. I’d never 
done anything like it 
before, but I started to pray: 
I said the one Christmas 
present I wanted was for 
John to be better.” 

Early next morning, 

Fonz and Roseanna got a 
call - asking them to get 
down to the ward as 
quickly as possible. “We 
thought something bad 
had happened,” says Fonz. 
“In fact, he had started to 
respond overnight! It was 
like a miracle, like my wish 
had been granted.” 

Little by little, John’s 
health started to improve. 
But Jiis father’s depression 
only deepened; a week 
after baby John came 
home, Fonz’s mental health 
spiralled out of all control. 

“I flipped out 
completely,” he says, 
shaking his head. “I had a 
really bad panic attack and 
thought I was dying. I don’t

remember much, but I 
know it was serious. I was 
screaming... 

“I was taken to hospital 
and I ripped out there: 
apparently I grabbed a 
nurse and told her to leave 
me alone, which isn’t in my 
nature at all.” 

After a series of routine 
tests, Fonz was sedated. 
Then diagnosed with 
clinical depression, he was 
sent home with a course of 
medication. 

“Most of the time I was 
just sleeping,” he says. “And 
that’s when I started to cut 
myself off: I thought I was 
to blame forfohn’s heart 
condition, that I was 
cursing everyone. 

“Then they changed my 
medication and it sent me 
completely crazy - that’s 
when I tried to stab myself 
with knives. 

“All the time, Roseanna 
was looking after me and 
looking after lohn. She’s so 
strong; I am so grateful for 
all her support. If it wasn’t 
for her, I don’t think I’d be 
where I am today” 

When Fonz was at his 
lowest, barely able to hold a 
conversation, let alone 
leave the house, he sought 
refuge in music. A guitarist, 
who used to be in a band, 
he has a vast collection of 
records and CDs. 

“One day Roseanna 
came home and said she’d 
been into the Salvation 
Army shop in Histon,” says 
Fonz. “She said there was 
an old Beatles record in 
there, which might be 
worth some money, and 
that I should go down and 
have a look. I went down to 
the shop and there was no 
Beatles record; I don’t think 
there ever was. But I had a 
look at the rest of the 
music.” 

Fonz returned to the 
shop several times and, on 
one memorable occasion, 
the then assistant manager 
asked him if he would 
consider working there as a 


volunteer. 

Fonz agreed, albeit 
reluctantly “I found it 
hard,” he confesses. 
“Sometimes I turned up 
and other days I didn’t.” But 
then, over time, he grew to 
love the job: it was, he 
explains, a chance to get 
out of the house and mix 
with people. 

That was in May 2005; 
within months, Fonz had 
been promoted to assistant 
manager himself. “They 
trusted me and made me 
feel like I really had 
something to give,” he 
adds. “They helped me 
become part of the world 
again.” 

Interested in history 
since he was little, Fonz 
read lots of local history 
books that had been 
donated to the shop. 
“People started saying ‘You 
should write a book 
yourself’,” he adds, smiling. 

Instead, Fonz 
approached the 
community radio station 
209 with an idea for a show. 
Called The Cambridge Time 
Traveller, the team at 209 
loved it and he now has a 
monthly radio slot. Fonz 
says his shop and radio 
work gave his confidence a 
huge boost; nowadays, he 
thinks nothing of lecturing 
to a packed auditorium. 

Roseanna and Fonz went 
on to have two more 
children after John - Tom, 

8, and Faye, 4. All three 


have, says the proud dad, 
brought him a lot of joy. 
“They are my focus,” adds 
Fonz, who is now planning 
to return to full-time work. 
“I want to give them the 
best life possible.” 

John, now 9, had to have 
another heart operation 
when he was one. And 
doctors predict a third 
open heart surgery when 
he turns 13. A sports-mad 
little boy, John is, adds 
Fonz, “doing really well”. 

Fonz says he is extremely 
grateful to all those at the 
Salvation Army: their 
support has, he explains, 
reinforced his faith - 
devout ever since baby 
John turned a comer that 
Christmas Eve. Although he 
no longer works at the 
shop, Fonz is a member of 
the local Salvation Army 
church. 

Named after The Fonz of 
Happy Days fame, Fonz has 
finally found happiness 
himself. Now free of 
medication, he says life is 
better now than ever. 

“As I said, I want people 
out there who are suffering 
from depression to know 
that things can get better,” 
concludes Fonz. 

“I’m living proof that 
there is light at the end of 
the tunnel.”

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Pet rabbit dies after 
raid on owner’s home 


A PET lover has condemned a 
would-be burglar who killed her 
pet rabbit. 

Friendly bunny Sox was found 
“totally traumatised” in the 
conservatory at her owner Shirley 
Marshall’s home. 

She was taken to the vets, but 
died two days later. 

Miss Marshall, 57, of Exning 
Road, Newmarket, discovered Sox 
when she came home from 
holiday. 

“My friend who had been 
looking after the animals had been 
round at 10pm and everything was 
all right then,” said Miss Marshall, 
who has another rabbit and two 
dogs. 

“Sox had the run of the 
conservatory and was so friendly 
she would come up to anyone who 
came in. 

“How could anyone do this? 
What was a rabbit going to do to 
them? It’s disgusting.” 

She said Sox, a cross between a 
Nonhead and lop-eared rabbit, was 
three years old and weighed about 
71b. 

Miss Marshall said the vet could 
not find any obvious broken bones 
and was treating Sox with anti¬ 
inflammatory drugs. But she would 
not eat and was totally 
unresponsive. 

Miss Marshall said she thought 
the rabbit might have been hit or 
kicked. 

An post mortem examination 
has been carried out on Sox, but

Miss Marshall said she had not 
been told the result. 

“I think she may have died from 
fright,” she said. 

Police said an attempt had been 
made to break into the house from 
the conservatory, but nothing was 
stolen. 

A Suffolk police spokeswoman 
said at this stage they were 
handling the inquiry and the 
RSPCA was not involved.

Travellers move onto old hotel site 


TRAVELLERS have set up camp in 
the grounds of an abandoned hotel. 

About five caravans and trailers 
have been pitched at the back of 
the old Soham Lodge Hotel build¬ 
ing, just off the A142. 

The travellers appear to have 
weaved their way around some 
huge mud piles which were put 
there to stop people trespassing. 

But they could be living on the 
run-down site for a while, as it is 
down to the landowner to move 
them on, not the local authority 
Christine Ford, who commutes 
into Ely along the A142 every day, 
said: “I noticed caravans had been 
moved on to the site when driving 


into work. 

“I think they should be moved on 
immediately - it is not a good 
image for the area and no doubt 
there will be a lot of rubbish left on 
the site. If they are allowed to stay 
for a while, they will attract more 
travellers.” 

A Soham resident, who did not 
want to be named, said: “They 
should be evicted from the hotel 
site immediately.” 

But both East Cambridgeshire 
District Council and Soham Town 
Council said moving the travellers 
on was not their responsibility 

A district council spokesman 
said: “We are aware of the travellers 


who have moved onto the site and 
our traveller liaison officer has 
visited the group. 

“They have been provided with 
refuse sacks and the officer 
discussed with them when they 
would be moving on. 

“The site is privately owned and 
as such, it will be for the landowner 
to take any action necessary to get 
this group to move off the land.” 

A town council spokeswoman 
added: “We are aware of the 
situation, but there is nothing we 
can do.” 

The former hotel, which is 
empty is owned by David Lidford, 
who was unavailable for comment.

Gardens, are nearing completion. 

Developer Highland SP was allowed 
to go ahead with the scheme after 
winning an appeal against Forest 
Heath District Council’s failure to give 
a decision on the company’s appli¬ 
cation for planning permission within 
the time limits. 

Many of the leading figures from 
Newmarket’s horseracing industry, 
including trainers with stables in Bury 


Road, turned out for a street protest 
against the scheme. 

Now, the company has applied for 
council permission to take down more 
trees which are covered by a pres¬ 
ervation order. 

They include a “bent and diseased” 
elm tree, a dead birch tree and a group 
of nine ivy-covered trees which 
include seven yews, a laburnum and a 
prunus. Lower branches of a yew tree 
are also to be cut back. 

The company is proposing to plant 
five new trees as a replacement. 

A report, submitted to the council by 


David Brown Landscape Design on 
behalf of Highland SP, says that the 
removal of the trees would allow 
others to develop to provide better 
screening of the flats which back onto 
the racehorse gallops. 

The report says the proposals take 
account of the “sensitive context” of 
the development. But it suggests that it 
will lead to better tree planting and 
landscaping. 

But Rachel Hood, founder of the 
action group, said: “We’re not happy to 
see more trees taken down. We have 
objected to this application.”

CAMBRIDGE Summer Music 
Festival throws opens its many 
doors from Friday, July 17, for 
three weeks of entertainment, 
ranging from the highbrow to 
the hilarious.

Takemitsu. 

■ Sunday, July 19, brings a chance 
to unwind. Cellist Rowena Calvert 
and harpist Eleanor Turner, as the 
Calvert-Turner Duo, enjoy mixing 
very different voices and in their 
concert at All Saints, Haslingfield, 


(3.30pm, complete with cream teas). 
They will be exploring diverse 
musical territory, from Bach and 
Mozart to Gershwin and Ravi 
Shankar. 

■ Music of a different scale features 
on the Sunday evening, when 
Stephen Cleobury conducts the 
Festival Chorus and the Cambridge 
Philharmonic Orchestra in King's 
College Chapel at 8pm. 

Together they will perform 
Mozart’s most elaborate choral 
masterpiece, the C Minor Mass. Its 
ambitious scale earned it the 
nickname, “The Grand Mass”, 
despite it remaining unfinished at his 
death. The orchestra and choir also 
join in this year’s 200th birthday 
celebrations for Felix Mendelssohn 
with performances of the Hebrides 
Overture and the anthem Hear My 
Prayer. 

■ Perhaps the greatest of 
Mendelssohn’s early masterpieces, 
the sublime Octet, forms the 
centerpiece of the concert on 
Monday, July 20, at the Cambridge 
Union Society at 8pm. 

This performance unites the 
youthful talents of the Doric String 
Quartet and the Madrid-based 
Cuarteto Quiroga.

Most 
musicians view contract- 
fulfilling promotional work as, 
at best, a chore and, at worst, 
a Faustian pact with the devil. 

So it doesn’t bode well that, by the 
time The Guide catches up with him in 
the late afternoon, Gray has already 
spent several hours picking over the 
bones of his story (to wit: struggling 
singer-songwriter spends years trying 
to catch a break, is dropped by record 
label, funds own last-throw-of-the- 
dice album, sells a gazillion copies and 
becomes rich, famous and more than 
a little confused) with newspapers and 
radio stations. 

“I’ve just described it to the 
Swindon Advertiser as like a 
steeplechase, and I saw their interview 
as the water jump,” he says. “So now 
I’m coming round the final bend, Steve 
Ovett fashion. Coe is on the inside, 
and I’m going to take him.” 

Fortunately, if the man The Sun 
once dubbed “Britain’s real pop star” 
(whatever that means) is feeling the 
strain, he isn’t letting it show. 

The reason for our chat is his 
forthcoming appearance at Thetford 
as part of the Forestry Commission’s 
annual summer music programme - 
something he admits will be a new 
experience. 

“I’ve played in close proximity to 
trees and vegetation,” he says drolly, 
“but I don’t think I can officially say 
that I have played in a forest. I go past 
Thetford all the time because I’ve got a 
little tiny holiday place up in Norfolk. 
But I’ve never lingered there ... I’ve 
been to the Little Chef on the 
roundabout near Mildenhall, but that’s 
about as close as I’ve got.” 

By his own admission, the 
extraordinary success that followed 
the release of 1999’s White Ladder 
(six million sales and counting) is 
something that’s taken “a good 
decade to digest”. 

“The whole White Ladder story is 
like a fairytale that sounds less real 
when I think about it and talk about it,” 
he says. “It was an incredible thing 
that happened. It was magical - a 
transformation of life, and it’s taken a 


long time to get my head round it, to 
accept it. The world kisses you right 
on the lips and gives you more than 
you could have ever dreamed of; in a 
moment of total exhilaration and 
vindication, you’re given the keys to 
the world. It’s a lot to comprehend and 
it blows a lot of fuses. 

“But I feel free of the far-reaching 
shadow of White Ladder at this 
particular point in time. I’m enjoying 
life - I’m more present in life and in 
music than I think I’ve ever been.” 

But that hasn’t stopped some 
people trying to lump the 41-year-old 
in with the sort of bland, homogenised 
“Tesco rock” peddled by the likes of 
James Blunt, Dido and Travis. 

“My new record [Draw The Line, 
due in September] will end that 
conversation,” he says. 

Intriguingly, Gray seems just as 
nonplussed by the bouquets as the 
brickbats, describing his two Ivor 
Novello Awards (for breakthrough 
single Babylon and The Other Side, 
from White Ladder's downbeat follow¬ 


up, A New Day At Midnight) as 
“something a load of people in a room 
decided to give me”. Not that he has 
any plans to get rid of them: “I use 
them on the bookshelves to hold the 
big books up. They’re very heavy.” 

The finishing line is in sight. But 
before he goes, I have to ask: What/s 
it with the whole wobbly head thing? 

“I’ve got this far, but I suppose at 
any moment I could just collapse on 
stage. I’m walking a tightrope. People 
don’t appreciate that.” 

And on that sobering note, we say: 
Thank you David Gray - you’re free to 
go. 

“Thanks, that was good. I think I 
took Coe with the last gag there, so 
I’m delighted. The tape is feeling good 
across the chest.”

Match colours to 
your personality 


HAVE you ever thought 
about what your favourite 
garden colours say about 
your personality? 

Celebrity plantsman Chris 
Collins and TV fashion expert 
Mark Heyes have teamed up 
with the Horticultural Trades 
Association to find out how 
plant colours can affect your 
moods, and how to match 
colour schemes with your 
personality. 

Some 80 per cent of people 
admit their moods are positively 
affected when surrounded by 
colourful plants, according to 
research from PlantforLife, an 
HTA initiative which aims to 
help people get the most out of 
their garden. 

Yet more than a fifth wished 
they could be braver and have 
the confidence to experiment 
with colour. 

“Planting hot colours creates 
an exciting and intense mood, 
while opting to plant cooler 
colours can radiate feelings of 
restfulness and calm,” explains 
Blue Peter gardener Collins. 

Most people think colour is 
important in the garden, yet 76 
per cent of people don’t think 
about the way in which colours 
can work together or about the 
colours they are planting, the 
research found. 

PlantforLife has produced 
Colour Me, Colour My Garden - a 
guide that matches personalities 
with colours. It applies concepts 
and ideas used in fashion and 
colour-consulting to the garden 
so that people can create one 
using colours that reflect them.

Find out which personality 
you are: 

■ Romantic: You love life and 
see the good in everything. 
Swaying towards pinks and 
pastels, creams and ivories. Your 
palette might include the shrub 
fuchsia “Tom Thumb”, which 
flowers throughout the summer 
in a sunny border and looks 
good surrounded by pink roses 
or poet’s jasmine (Jasmine 
officinale). 

Other choices for the 
romantic could include 
Magnolia grandiflora “Exmouth”, 
an impressive cream-flowered 
shrub, underplanted with 
bluebells. 

■ Vivacious: You are confident 
and bubbly. You like bold 
colours including azure, 
tangerine, coral and cobalt blue. 
Suitable plantings would be 
French marigold (Tagetes “Safari 
Tangerine”) with zebra grass or 
plantain lily, and Grace Ward 
(Lithodora diffusa), an 
evergreen which produces 
masses of bright blue flowers in 
summer and is perfect 
cascading over walls, planted 


near Anemone hupehensis 
“September Charm”, which 
produces soft pink flowers in late 
summer, and sea holly with its 
blue hues. 

■ Mysterious: You lean towards 
deep reds and aubergines, 
metallics and splashes of vibrant 
purple. Good plantings for you 
might include the rich blue 
perennial Delphinium “Blue 
Nile” with the lantern tree 
(Crinodendron hookerianum), 
an evergreen shrub which has 
dark, glossy green leaves and red 
flowers hanging from its 
branches. The blues of viola and 
larkspur would also suit your 
colour palette, along with the 
silver-grey foliage of mugwort 
(Artemisia “Powys Castle”) and 
the reddish purple hues of the 
smoke bush (Cotinus “Grace”). 

■ Sultry: Your favourite colour is 
black but you also like subtle, 
soft shades of charcoal and stony 
taupes. There will be statement 
colours such as red to add 
pizzazz to your planting 
schemes. Good choices for you 
include lilyturf (Ophiopogon 
planiscapus “Nigrescens”), 
known for its grass-like black 
leaves in the summer, lilac 
flowers and black fruits, 
providing stunning colour 
contrast with the annual Scotch 
marigold (calendula), with its 
dark orange, daisy-like flowers, 
which needs full sun to be at its 
best. A Japanese maple (Acer 
palmatum) such as “Bloodgood” 
may also feature in the sultry 
personality’s garden scheme, 
with its deep red leaves which 
turn a brilliant red in the 
autumn. Don’t plant it in direct 
sunlight as the leaves burn easily.

BEST OF THE BUNCH 
Cosmos 

These pretty annuals are 
simple to grow from seed and 
provide masses of saucer-sized 
daisy-like flowers above feathery 
foliage in summer, acting as 
terrific fillers in borders and 
making great cut flowers. 

They come in many colours, 
from white to pink and red, and 
can grow to around 6ft (J.8m) so 
many types need staking. 

There’s also, of course, the 
now-famous Cosmos 
atrosanguineus, a chocolate- 
scented, bronze-flowered tender 
perennial which is often grown 
in borders alongside deep red 
dahlias and sizzling orange 
crocosmias. 

Cosmos prefer moist but well- 
drained soil in full sun. Regular 
deadheading will promote a 
longer flowering season, which 
can last from June to October. 
Good choices include “Gazebo 
Mixed”, featuring large blooms in 
velvet red, rose-pink and pure 
white, Cosmos bipinnatus 
“Dazzler” (carmine). Lookout 
for Cosmos “Chocamocha”, a 
new compact form of chocolate 
cosmos.

Super superminis on way

A RASH of new 
superminis will soon 
be hopping across the 
Channel from France. 

Citroen, Peugeot and 
Renault all have their 
sights on a bigger slice of 
Britain’s small-car market, 
where sales growth is on 
the up despite the 
recession. 

That’s due to several 
factors: motorists are 
downsizing to save cash; 
the £2,000 old-for-new 
scrappage incentive is 
favouring superminis; and 
the demand for greener, 
more eco-friendly wheels 
also does diminutive-drive 
sales a power of good. 

Citroen will be playing

for those high stakes with 
its new C3, a completely 
redesigned version of its 
bestselling predecessor, 
when it arrives here early 
next year. 

The C3 has been good 
for Citroen, selling two 
million globally. The latest 
model retains the compact 
exterior look, with the 
addition of a unique 
Zenith windscreen, which, 
says the firm, “flows 
dramatically up and over 
the heads of the front 
occupants”. 

That innovative new 
screen is framed by slim 
side pillars, to both 
improve forward vision 
and create the impression 
of greater cabin space. 

Citroen’s use of high- 
quality interior materials 
points towards a classier, 
more refined cabin - 
there’s even an integrated 
air-freshener. 

Yet the new C3 remains 
one of the most compact 
of superminis, and is just 


3.94 metres long and 
1.71m wide, with a 10.2m 
turning circle. 

New power plants in 
C3s from 2011 on will 
incorporate second- 
generation stop-and-start 
technology, have lower 
emissions and greater fuel 
economy. 

Techno-buffs should 
note that the forthcoming 
Citroen can also be 
specified with USB, iPod 
and Bluetooth 

connectivity, as well state- 
of-the-art satellite 
navigation and audio 
systems. 

Peugeot, meanwhile, 
will be perking up this 
year’s summer sales punch 
with the August launch of 
its new 207 range. 

The firm’s evergreen 
supermini will get a 
massive choice of 12 
different power-plants, 
plus revised exterior and 
interior styling, and 
upgraded kit levels. 

Those three popular 


body shapes 
hatchback, SW 
(estate) and CC, or 
Coupe-Cabriolet - 
stay put, but in many 
other respects the 
supermini takes a 
formidable step 

forward. 

Launched in the UK 
in 2006, the 207 has 
achieved 167,000 
sales here, and in 
2007 and 2008 it was 
Europe’s bestselling small 
car. 

Notable changes to the 
Peugeot range include a 
redesigned front, more 
exterior body-coloured 
items and more chrome 
detailing, and new rear- 
light clusters which use 
LED panels on hatchback 
and CC models. 

More details of Pug 207 
prices will be released in 
mid-July. 

But if you want a little 
French flair right now, 
then Renault has come up 
with a special-edition Clio, 


titled World Series. It pays 
homage to Renault’s 
motorsport involvement, 
and is based on the sporty 
Dynamique trim. 

The Clio World Series 
adds an extended front 
spoiler, side skirts, a sports 
rear-bumper plus special 
badging, and there’s a 
choice of frugal petrol or 
diesel engines, with prices 
starting from £12,170. 

Megane Hatch and 
Megane Coupe models are 
also available as World 
Series editions, and 
Renault showrooms will 
have full price and 
specification details. 



Belt up: Or you’ll be fined - at once. 


On-the-spot £60 
no-seatbelt fine 


MOTORISTS caught 
without a seatbelt face 
an increased on-the- 
spot fine of £60. 

The penalty for failing 
to belt up when in a 
vehicle has doubled 
after calls for tougher 
fines. 

Government ministers 
said some drivers and 
passengers continue to 
flout the law despite the 
increased risk of death 
and injury in a crash. 

Fixed penalties for 
illegal number plates, 
including those with 


non-standard fonts and 
spacing, also doubled 
to £60. 

Senior police officers 
have said speed 
cameras and other 
monitoring devices 
sometimes fail to 
capture non-standard 
plates. 

Home Office Minister 
Alan Campbell said: 
“This is not about 
taking money from 
motorists, it’s about 
doing all we can to 
keep the public safe on 
our roads.”

Stunning XI line-up unveiled 


BMW created a new 
vehicle segment a 
decade ago when it 
launched the X5. 

That vehicle received 
critical acclaim at its 
launch and continues 
to this day as a market 
leader with 1.5 million 
sold worldwide. The 
popular X3 followed in 
2004 and the X6 
spawned a new niche 
in 2008. Now BMW is 
poised to introduce the 
next derivative of the X 
model line-up with the 
XL 

The new BMW XI 
takes its key styling 
cues and practicality 
from the X5 but 
shrinks it into a more 
compact and 

affordable package. 
The vehicle’s elegant 
lines and command 
driving position echo 
its larger stablemate, 


while the five-seat 
configuration and 
1,350-litre boot space 
provide outstanding 
load-lugging 
capability. 

Power comes from a 
choice of three diesel 
engines and, for the 
first time on a BMW X 
product, the option to 
have rear-wheel drive 
(sDrive) or four-wheel 
drive (xDrive). 

The dominance of 
diesel engines in other 
BMW SAVs, led BMW 
UK to decide only to 
offer diesel in the UK. 
The BMW sDrivel8d 
and the xDrivel8d 
feature a four-cylinder 
powerplant with an all¬ 
aluminium crankcase 
and a single turbo¬ 
charger with variable 
intake geometry. Third 
generation common- 
rail diesel technology 


ensures optimum 

combustion. 

The l,995cc engine 
produces 143hp while 
peak torque is 320Nm 
from l,750rpm 

through to 2,500rpm. 
This equates to a zero 
to 62mph time of 9.6 
seconds and a top 
speed of 124mph for 
the rear-wheel drive XI 
sDrivel8d SE. The XI 
xDrivel8d SE posts 
figures of 10.1 seconds 
and a 121mph top 
speed. Both models are 
exceptionally fuel 
efficient, capable of 
54.3mpg and 49.6mpg 
on the combined cycle 
respectively. The 
engine is EU5 rated 
and records 136g/km 
and 150g/km C02 

emissions. 

As the flagship 
model the BMW 
xDrive23d SE is offered 


only as a four-wheel 
drive variant. Still 
using a 2.0-litre engine, 
albeit with twin- 
turbocharger 
technology, this 
International Engine of 
the Year category 
winner provides rapid 
performance that 
defies the model’s 
Sports Activity Vehicle 
position. The 204hp 
engine accelerates the 
XI to 62mph in just 7.3 
seconds. The near flat 
torque curve with a 
peak output of 400Nm 
from 2,000rpm to 
2,250rpm permits 
effortless overtaking. 
The xDrive23d SE is an 
EU5 rated vehicle that 
records 44.8mpg on 
the combined cycle 
and C02 emissions of 
167g/km. 

Most BMWXls come 
as standard with a six- 
speed manual gearbox. 
However, buyers of the 
xDrive23d have a six- 
speed Sport automatic 
gearbox with gear 
change paddles located 
a finger tip away from 
the steering wheel for 
sporty changes. 

The BMW XI goes on 
sale in the UK on 
October 24 with the 
sDrivel8d and 

xDrivel8d variants 
following in December. 
Prices start at £22,660 
for the XI sDrive 18dSE 
and peak at £29,055 for 
the XI xDrive23 SE.

relatively short period of 
time. 

“In recent years their 
product range has 
expanded and their 
industry-leading 
warranty appeals to 
customers, 
demonstrating complete 
confidence in the 
product. We share with 
Hyundai a common 
commitment to quality 
and to delivering 
outstanding levels of 
service to our customers. 
We also value their 
approach to 

partnership.” 

Commenting on the 
appointment, Tony 
Whitehorn, managing 
director of Hyundai in 
the UK, said: “We are 
delighted to be 
partnering with 

Marshall’s in Cambridge 
whose number one focus 
is the same as ours - 
customer satisfaction.” 

Meanwhile EMG’s 
general sales manager 
Kevin Driscoll explained 
that the Milton Road 
dealership will continue 
to honour all warranties 
and servicing 

arrangements for its 
existing Hyundai 

customers, adding that 


the group’s Kia franchise 
has proved to be a 
lucrative proposition in 
terms of new car sales. 
“We finished with 
Hyundai as of Tuesday 
but we are continuing as 
an authorised repairer 
for service and parts - 
for us it’s very much 
business as usual,” he 
said. “We can advise 
customers of any new 
car requirements thanks 
to our Spalding site 
which remains a 
Hyundai dealership.” 

EMG includes the Kia 
franchise in its portfolio 
among others 
including Mitsubishi, 
Mazda and Fiat - and Mr 
Driscoll added: “We’ve 
been a Kia dealer for a lot 
longer than we’ve been a 
Hyundai dealer. The 
close proximity of the 
Kia range to Hyundai 
didn’t help matters, 
especially as we are able 
to offer customers 
excellent deals on the Kia 
range - Kia were winning 
the day because of the 
deals they were doing.” 

In a separate 
development, Marshall 
took on the Jaguar and 
Kia franchises in Ipswich 
last week.

The luxury motor company, whose 
cars feature in a number of James 
Bond films, has joined Toyota to 
develop the Cygnet concept. 

The result is an Aston Martin 
trademark design based on the Toyota 
iQ car-pictured above. 

Aston Martin, which is based at 
Gaydon, Warwickshire, boasts that the 
Cygnet will offer drivers “a distinctive, 
intelligent and exclusive solution for 
urban travel in style and luxury”. 

Aston Martin chief executive Dr Ulrich 


Bez said: “Now is the right time for 
Aston Martin to take this first bold step 
to embark on this special project, made 
possible with the support of an 
organisation of Toyota’s stature and 
capability and the intelligent design and 
perfect city car package of the iQ.” 

He went on: “Much work is still 
required, but I am confident that this 
project could become reality in the not- 
too-distant future. 

“This concept - akin to an exclusive 
tender to a luxury yacht - will allow us 
to apply Aston Martin design language, 
craftsmanship and brand values to a 
completely new segment of the market.

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider when 
writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or 
printer, ask a friend or use your local library. Use a 
good quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders 
and front covers. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, date of birth, 
home and mobile phone numbers, email address and 
nationality. If you are offered an interview, the 
employer will want to get hold of you so give him as 
many options as possible. 


Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades 
for each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If 
you have a driving licence, let the employer know. If 
it's clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you in 
the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and 
it may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.

Farfus, having earned a 
somewhat fortuitous pole for race 
two, then led from lights to flag in 
another eventful race which saw 
three crashes - the safety car was 
out twice - and premature exits for 
both of Huff’s team-mates. 

Larini went out on the third lap 
alongside Tarquini, each driver 
refusing to concede the line after 


entering a corner together, while 
Menu spun off after a collision with 
Franz Engstler. 

Muller claimed a vital eight 
points for second place, with 
Rickard Rydell third. 

Huff managed to avoid the 
mayhem going on around him to 
finish sixth for three points. 

Muller still leads the standings 
on 80 points, 14 ahead of Tarquini, 
with Farfus a further point back. 
Huff is fifth on 43 points, three 
behind Rydell, with the next round 
at Brands Hatch on July 18 and 19.

Trainer hoping

MICHAEL Bell is hoping that 
Newmarket’s July Festival will 
become another masterpiece. 

The in-form Newmarket 
handler is enjoying a 
successful summer, with 
Sariska landing the Investec 
Oaks at Epsom and the 
progressive Moneycant- 
buymelove winning the 
Sandringham Handicap at 
Royal Ascot. 

And Art Connoisseur painted 
the perfect picture by seeing 
off the international raiders to 
savour success in the Group 
One Golden Jubilee Stakes. 

So the Lucky Story colt will 
now carry the yard’s hopes into 
the £400,000 Darley July Cup 
tomorrow. 

Art Connoisseur, who won 
the Coventry Stakes at Ascot 
last year, had suffered a 
disjointed preparation after 
popping a splint, restricting his 
build-up to two weeks of 
swimming and three bits of 
work. 

However, Bell was always 
optimistic heading to the royal 
meeting. “It was a surprise 
given that he had only done 
three bits of proper class work, 
but not a surprise given the 
performance he put up in the 
Coventry Stakes last year,” said 
the Fitzroy House Stables- 
based trainer. 

“We knew he liked Ascot. 
The performance in the 
Coventry was devastating, 


really, with four or five really 
top-class horses behind him, 
and he beat them quite 
emphatically. 

“So I knew he would be 
effective on the track. I knew 
we’d got him very fit, but I was 
worried with a splint as you 
don’t quite know, under 
pressure, whether he’d feel it or 
not. 


“Luckily, it had settled down 
and the soreness had gone out 
of him 10 days previously. It 
came at a bad time, but it 
settled in the nick of time.” 

International opposition - 
King’s Stand Stakes winner 
Scenic Blast leads the foreign 
raiders - will again stand in the 
way of Art Connoisseur 
repeating his feat over the 


six-furlong July Course, but 
Bell said: “Becky (Rebecca 
Caudillo), who rides him every 
day, feels he has come on and 
improved. 

“And given the interrupted 
preparation he had, you’d like 
to think there’s a bit of 
improvement to come. 

“But I think a lot of sprinters 
need, actually, very little work. 
You’ve only got to look at the 
success Dandy Nicholls has 
had with his sprinters, some of 
them are not ridden for days 
on end.

Owner Khalid Abdullah paid 
50,000 euros to add her to the 
field, and his racing manager, 
Teddy Grimthorpe, said: “We 
are just mindful of the forecast 
in terms of the amount of rain. 
She has done very well since 
the Oaks and has been working 
nicely.” 

■ Conduit, Last year’s St Leger 
and Breeders’ Cup Turf winner, 
is now likely to return to a mile 
and a half for the King George VI 
And Queen Elizabeth Stakes after 
finishing third over 10 furlongs in 
the Coral Eclipse Stakes at 
Sandown. 

Sir Michael Stoute’s inmate was 
beaten by the outstanding dual 
Classic winner Sea The Stars 
and Rip Van Winkle, and Peter 
Reynolds, racing manager to 
owners Ballymacoll Stud, said: 
“We have always said he is a 
horse who would be at his best 
later in the season. A mile and a 
half is probably our optimum 
distance.” 

■ Henry Cecil’s Apple 
Charlotte weakened into eighth 
in Sunday’s American Oaks at 
Hollywood Park behind Tom 
Albertrani’s Gozzip Girl. 


■ A return to Group One 
company could be on the cards 
for lalysos after he bounced 
back to form with a determined 
success in the Coral Charge at 
Sandown on Saturday. 

The five-year-old arrived from 
Greece with a big reputation but 
after scoring on his first start for 
Luca Cumani at Haydock, he 
failed to get competitive in the 
Golden Jubilee at Royal Ascot. 
He showed that run to be all 
wrong when getting the better of 
Triple Aspect by half a length 
under Christophe Lemaire and a 
tilt at the Coolmore Nunthorpe 
Stakes on August 21 is on the 
radar.
